Washington, Dec. 17.—By the deci 
•ive vote of 57 to 18, the senate passed 
the bill carrying into effect the reci­ 
procity treaty with Cuba. 
The final 
vote came at the close of the day. 
which was marked by a debate which, 
while at all times animated, was never 
acrimonious. 
The principal speeches 
were made by Mf. Spooner for the bill 
and by Mr. Bailey against it. 
Both 
senators were subjected to frequent 
interruptions. In his remarks Mr. Bai­ 
ley referred to the recent agreement 
of the Democratic caucus to stand sol­ 
idly on party questions, and warned 
the Republicans that in the future 
they could not depend on straggling 
Democratic votes in support of Repub­ 
lican party measures regardless of 
whether they were or were not in ac­ 
cord with Democratic doctrines. 
The bill passed carries into ex ecu­ 
tion the treaty between the United 
States and Cuba which was ratified 
last March. 
The treaty provides for 
a reduction of 20 per cent from the 
rates of duty under the Dingley law 
on all Cuban articles imported Into 
the United States, and a varying re­ 
duction of from 20 to 40 per cent from 
the established Cuban duty on articles 
Into Cuba from the United States. Af 
ter the passage of the Cuban treaty 
the senate agreed to the house resolu­ 
tion providing for a holiday recess 
from Dec. 19 to Jan 4 


Enthusiasm in Havana. 
Havana. 
Dec. 17.—Ex pressions of 
satisfaction over the passage of the 
Cuban bill are universal in Havana. 
Americans engaged in enterprises In 
Cuba are enthusiastic and believe that 
business
